FCA.  enployees  who  wish  to  donate  "blood  to 
plasma  "baiiks  for  use  "by  the  armed  forces 
may  arrange  to  do  so  "by  o'btaining  Red 
Cross  registration  forms  in  room  2118. 

In  order  to  assure  a steady  flow  of 
donors  through  the  center,  lJbc»  Earl  R. 
Sweet,  Director  of  Blood  Donor  Service, 
requests  prospective  dcnors  to  use  these 
forms  to  indicate  when  they  would  like  to 
come  to  the  center.  A confirmation  of 
the  appointment  will  he  mailed  to  the 
individual.  Biployees  may  make  such 
appointments  at  any  time , subject  to  the 
approval  of  their  supervisors,  without 
charging  it  to  annual  or  sick  leave.  The 
blood  donor  center  will  open  Monday, 
December  7,  in  the  Ararat  Teuple  at  222 
West  Eleventh  Street.  Hours  are  from 
10  a. m,  to  5 p.m.  weekdays  and  10  a.m, 
to  3p.m.  Saturdays . 

A quota  of  1,500  pints  bf  blood  a week 
has  been  set  for  Kansas  City.  According 
to  Lieutenant  Robert  Reid,  Navy  medical 
officer  at  the  center,  any  healthy  normal 
adult  between  the  ages  of  21  and  60  can 
give  a pint  of  blood  every  8 weeks  and 
not  morfe  than  five  times  a year  with  nO 
ill  effects.  It  is  espected  that  the 
entire  process  of  donating  blood  will 
take  only  45  minutes,  including  the  time 
allowed  a donor  to  rest  after  the  treat- 
ment and  to  eat  a light  l^Incheon  before 
he  leaves  the  center.  Donors  are  asked 
to  refrain  from  eating  fats  or  oils  dur- 
ing the  4 hours  preceding  the  appointment. 
Fats  ane  absorb^  by  the  blood  stream  and 
interfere  with  the  processing  of  the 
blood.  Instead  of  cream,  milk,  butter, 
and  fatty  foods , the  giver  should  eat 
vegetables , citrus  fruits , and  drink 
coffee  or  tea.  (M^)
